Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued about the 10 millimeters distance between the two 
folding blade carriers. Examiner cleared his position by explaining Applicant that the rejection is made under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) and it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to a person of ordinary skill in the art to space the 
folding blades apart by 10 millimeters for the reasons given in the rejection (see final rejection sent out on 8/14/2007 
and under the "Reponse to Arguments") and therefore the rejection is deemed proper.
